The fight of the sheriff and his little 


posse frightened the mob. which re- 
treated outside of the jail. Here the 
men broke and ran and were soon 
divided Into little groups discussing 
the erent. Sheriff Merrill at once con- 
sulted Judge Harris of the county 
court, and it was decided :o call upon 
Governor Candler for aid. The gov- 
ernor was communicated with by tel- 
ephone and sent two companies from 
Atlanta as soon as they could be as- 
sembled. The mob telephoned the 
situation to friends in the adjoining 
towns of Villa Rica and Tenple and 
made an appeal for more men to get 
possession of the negro. This was 
communicated to Governor Candler 
and the governor wired a proclama- 
tion to the people of the county, 
which was read from the steps of the 
courthouse. The governor command- 
ed the people to disperse and said the 
entire military and civil forces of the 
state would be used to enforce order 
if necessary. The reading of the 
proclamation apparently had a gooi 
effect, as many people were seea to 
mount their horses and leave town.

Preferred Death to Imprisonment.

Aurora, Ont. Frank Rutledge oom- 
mitted suicide by Jumping over ths 
balustrade circling a gallery in tha 
jaiL He fell 30 feet, striking his head 
on the stone floor and fracturing his 
skulL He died without regaining con- 
sciousness. This leaves Fred Lee 
Rice to serve his sentence alone, hav- 
ing been sentenced at the same time 
Rutledge was sentenced and for the 
same term in Kingston penitentiary. 
It will be remembered that the third 
robber. Thomas Jones, died of hig 
wounds received In the attempt to 
escape, in which Constable Boyd was 
killed.

We 
do not treat aim as if we considered 
him of some importance. We can not 
kill nlm. of course, but we want to 
make Mm feel that he stands on the 
same footing with any other Filipino. 
If we should fine him $10. and send 
him to Jail for 30 days, and set him 
to breaking rock, it would be better 
tor him and for ourselves." 


"It. when he comes over here, we 


treat him with contempt." said Gen- 
eral Grant, "he will be treated with 
contempt by the natives when he goes 
home. But if over there they get the 
idea that we have a high idea of Agui- 
naldo's Importance, when he gets 
back he will have a following which 
will make us trouble." 


General Grant said that the friars 


were much hated and were very cor- 
rupt. The Philippine commission, he 
said, desired to treat the friars the 
eame as any other persons, with no 
more consideration and no less.

of the confidential letter of Senator 
Platt of Connecticut, author of ta« 
Plan amendment, explaining to Sec- 
retary Root his view* a* to the scope 
of the proviso, which was published 
in Havana, that the letter has been 
made public by the war department. 


Senator Platt's letter to Secre- 


tary Root is here given in fall: "I 
am In receipt of your letter of 
this date, in which you say that the 
members of the commission of the 
Cuban constitutional convention fear 
that the provisions relative to Inter- 
vention made in the third clause of 
the amendment which has come to 
hear my name, may have the effect of 
preventing the independence of Cuba 
and in reality establish a protectorate 
or suzerainty by the United States. 
aad you request that I express my 
views of the question raised. In reply 
I beg to state that the amendment 
was carefully prepared with the ob- 
lect of avoiding any possible idea that 
by the acceptance thereof the consti- 
tutional convention would thereby es- 
tablish a protectorate or suzerainty, 
or in any manner whatsoever compro- 
mise the Independence or sovereignty 
of Cuba; and. speaking for myself, it 
seems impossible that such an inter- 
pretation can be given to the clause. 
I believe that the amendment should 
be considered as a whole and it ought 
to be clear on reading it that Its well 
defined purpose is to secure and safe- 
guard Cuban independence, and set 
forth at once a clear idea of the 
friendly disposition of the United 
States toward Cuban people, and ex- 
press intention "on their part to aid 
them, if necessary, in the mainte- 
nance of said independence. These 
are my ideas, and although, as you 
say, I can not speak for the entire 
congress.my belief is that such a pur- 
pose was well understood by that 
body." 


This letter was confidentially given 


to the delegates of the Cuban const! 
tutional convention who visited Wash 
icgtoa, and in addition to being mad 
public through the Havana paper- 
was incorporated in and made part o 
the acceptance of the PSatt ameuu 
merit by the Cuban convention
